"I was kind of trying to get the cast to really 
understand the life," said Figueroa, "so the characters 
for them weren't just characters. I was helping them to 
connect with their characters because the more in touch 
with a character you are, the better it is." 

Music Director John Horne said the very nature 
of the production is a challenge - its characters that live in 
a working class inner city neighborhood facing blackouts 
in electricity, financial hardship, dreams that seem out of 
reach - the barrio, "Where every day is a struggle," said 
Horne. But the play also reflects on the close relationships 
within the community - a tightknit community - and of 
course, the tribulations and triumphs of the family unit. 

"It's a timeless story, but it's also a modern play," 
Horne said. 

Calling for a multi-cultural cast meant a loud 
casting call aimed at procuring a diverse cast to accurately 
reflect the faces of the barrio. Kelsey Boch who plays 
Camila Roasario, co-owner with her husband of Rosario's 
Car Service, said they really had to "call out the troops" to 
form the multi-cultural cast, which features a number of 
roles considered leads or primary roles. 

Harding Daniel who plays Boch's character's 
husband, Kevin Rosario, has participated in three 
musicals now, but this is his first leading role. It's the sixth 
Tabor production for drama veteran Hanna Rolighed, 
who plays Daniela - the loud, bold beauty salon owner 
who loves to gossip. 

"She does all the plays," said Boch. 

The curtain opens just before dawn. A graffiti 
artist is the only one stirring in the street until bodega 
owner Usnavi de la Vega (Brian Lee), who is a narrator 
of sorts throughout, chases him off as he arrives to open 
the store. Lee is first to bust out with his musical lyrics, 
rapping about the main characters of Washington Heights

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laptops with information, as well as hands-on activities or 
food samples to engage the curious. 

''The whole idea is just to flow around, check 
out what's here," Dix said. "We've got families that have 
focused mainly on heritage, but there is some other 
representation here, like [two students] whose great¬ 
grandfather invented Klondike Bars."

The Vocal Coyote

The Eastern coyote that we often see darting 
across both country and suburban roads in the nocturnal 
headlights of our car has come to be as large as a German 
Shepherd dog. We have become aware that they are 
not the same at all as the small 25-pound western, wily, 
animated humorous character in Walt Disney cartoons 
for children. When and how did that happen? Today, 
scientists are in considerable disagreement on how the 
process of hybridization was greatly accelerated by 
human modification to habitat that in turn paved the way 
for geographical adjustment to all of New England. 

The original Southwest species was perhaps best 
characterized in Navaho folklore as a trickster involved 
in the mythology of life's first creation on Earth, claiming 
mystical superiority in the scheme of how it all came 
about. Now, he has miraculously transformed himself in 
the mind of civilization from being first a coyote, then into 
a 'coydog,' and now about to be reclassified as a 'coywolf.' 
The taxonomy of this new species often labeled back 
yard big game is currently estimated as approximately 60 
percent coyote, 30 percent wolf, and as much as 10 percent 
domestic dog, even though interbreeding with them is 
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to 15 miles, with a lifetime range of 11 square miles, 
frequently relocating to other areas to their liking. They 
adapt quickly to a wide variety of food including rabbits, 
woodchucks, rodents, wild turkeys and other birds, 
feral cats, stray small pets, and dogs. At the last den I 
personally have found was a wide variety of bits of fir 
and feather, including traces of white tail deer fawns. 

Mainly nocturnal, they can be out of most 
people's sight and mind, but audibly they communicate 
with each other with short barks for location of others. 
They are very social and family-preoccupied, as I recently 
observed in a recently mowed farm field with a mother 
standing on her hind feet showing her pups how to 
find and ferret out a rodent. They are better known 
for howling more often at a rising full moon as in my 
illustration. It starts out with a flat tone, followed by a 
wavering blood curdling howl conveyed to others in the 
distance.

There is some possibility that they will continue 
to evolve into a new species, Canis oriens, because of 
success highlighted by genetic findings of ability to 
interbreed with other canines as well as readily adapt 
to the too-close-for-comfort inter-city habitat. They can

The World According to Chocolate

Once upon a time in the dense jungles and 
forests of Central America, early inhabitants discovered 
the cocoa pod. It became more precious than gold to 
those early native peoples. With amazing ingenuity, they 
developed a method for extracting the beans, roasting 
them, and then brewing the ebony gems into a drink 
enjoyed only by high-ranking members of their society 
One can only wonder what the kings of ancient Mayan 
civilizations would think if they knew the impact that 
cocoa's evolution would have on mankind across time. 

On February 12, the Marion Council on Aging 
hosted Victoria Kichuk, a guest speaker from Cocoa 
Beantown, a Boston-based chocolatier. Kichuk took the 
assembled on a journey of chocolate tasting. Woven 
throughout her talk, Kichuk enlightened the group on 
everything from where the plants are grown to the latest 
in chocolate innovations. 

The cocoa tree grows mostly in a 20-degree band 
north and south of the Equator. While cocoa is primarily 
known as a product originating in the Americas, today 
Africa produces 40 percent of all commercially traded 
product, Kichuk said. 

Given the small geographic areas in which 
the plants thrive, Kichuk expressed the importance 
of a healthy environment for plant production. Such 
increasing concerns as global warming, disease, and fire 
could profoundly and negatively affect future production. 

Kichuk explained that the pods grow from the 
trunk of the cocoa tree, giving the plant an otherworldly 
appearance. She also said that it takes 10 years for trees to 
mature sufficiently for the production of flowers leading 
to pods and the much sought after beans inside. In spite 
of these considerations, she said, "It's amazing that we 
can get chocolate whenever we want." 

Kichuk passed around four different types

of chocolate samples as she discussed ''mouth feel," 
"fragrance," "flavor notes," and pairings. As the 
participants sampled such succulent flavors as white 
chocolate from Belgium, Blond Dulcey and milk chocolate 
from France, and dark chocolate from Madagascar, 

Kichuk asked people to notice the differences in taste, 
textures, and overall enjoyment. 

When considering what sort of chocolate to 
purchase, especially during what she called "chocolate 
holidays" such as Valentine's Day and Easter, Kichuk 
said, "You get what you pay for." She cautioned that 
if chocolates taste waxy, it was because they contained 
edible paraffin. She said the best chocolates would be 
those produced outside the U.S. or from small batch

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chocolatiers. 

As the gathered tasted the samples, the sounds of 
pleasure in the forms of ''mmm" and ''ah" echoed around 
the room. And by the way, Kichuk corrected a common 
misnomer that white chocolate isn't really chocolate. 

Good quality white chocolate is made from cocoa butter 
with a bit of vanilla and sugar added. 

It's also interesting to note that cocoa beans have 
become a multi-million dollar industry and part of a 
fair trade process designed to ensure that farms remain 
sustainable and that farmers receive compensation that 
provides a living wage. And here's a sweet statistic: from 
2015 through 2016, 7.3 million tons of retail chocolate 
confections were consumed. 

Want to know who eats the most chocolate? You 
may be surprised to learn that the U.S. is not even one of 
the top eight countries for chocolate chowing. Coming in 
at Number 8 was Sweden, topped by Estonia, Norway, 
the United Kingdom, Ireland, Austria, Germany, and at 
Numero Uno - Switzerland. The Swiss eat a whooping 
18 pounds of chocolate per person per year. Now that's a 
sweet tooth! 

Mattapoisett COA Unveils Survey Results 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

While many people were enjoying sun and fun 
last summer, members of the Mattapoisett Council on 
Aging Board of Directors were busy distributing and 
tabulating the results of a survey designed to gauge 
community engagement and the needs of an aging 
population. 

Rachel McGourthy chairman of the COA Board 
of Directors, flanked by Jackie Coucci, COA director, and 
board member Shirley Haley met with the Mattapoisett 
Board of Selectmen to share the survey results. 

McGourthy said of Mattapoisett's 6,570 
inhabitants, half were 55 years of age or older and, of that 
group, some 2,000 were over 60 years of age, making the 
case that even more seniors would be living in town as 
the wave of 'baby boomers' headed towards senior citizen 
status. 
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While the survey asked participants a variety of 
questions including what types of programs they would 
like the COA offer, it also captured the types of services 
seniors are looking for. 

Based on the survey results, McGourthy said, 
"Our greatest concerns are transportation and housing." 
She also said the COA is exploring ways to communicate 
to all seniors in the community including homebound 
residents. "We need to educate seniors on what services 
are available and to see what we can do going forward." 

Regarding transportation, Coucci said she was 
looking into ride share opportunities with surrounding 
councils, adding that retaining drivers for the senior van 
was a big challenge. 

On the topic of housing. Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne said that Governor Baker hoped to 
increase housing units by 125,000 over the next five years 
through public and private partnerships. Referring to the 
work of the COA, Gagne said, "If housing gets off the 
ground, we'll be positioned for grant applications." 

Haley asked about the availability of Community 
Preservation funds. Gagne acknowledged there were 
funds earmarked for public housing. 

Beyond the survey, the COA is addressing 
the needs of the greater community - those not yet at 
retirement age - with programs on financial planning. 
Coucci said, "In April, there will be a representative from 
the Social Security Administration at the COA to talk to 
those people preparing for retirement." She also pointed 
to a monthly CPR class hosted by the COA and open to 
the public at large. 

Of the current structural needs of the senior 
center, Gagne said that ADA compliance was being 
addressed. Coucci said that parking was very difficult for 
seniors accessing Center School where the offices of the 
COA are located. 

Gagne said that as the Capitol Planning 
Committee begins the next session of long-range spending 
needs, a combined recreation and senior center could be 
on the schedule. He explained that, as debt was retired, 
the committee's focus would be shifted from the needs of 
the library and school buildings to other needs such as a 
building for the Council on Aging. 

Coucci said the survey would help in the 
development of a five-year strategic plan for the COA. 

"We are all seniors in training," Coucci chuckled. She 
also said that she wanted, with the help of the Board 
of Directors, to make Mattapoisett "an age-friendly 
community." 

Moving to other agenda items, Gagne updated 
the selectmen on a recent meeting of the Massachusetts 
Municipal Association where the issue of opioids and 
their impact on cities and towns in the Commonwealth 
was discussed. He said a group of legal firms, working 
as municipal legal counselors in various locations 
throughout the state, was exploring options for holding 
pharmaceutical manufacturers and distributors 
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accountable for actions on their part that contributed to 
the explosion in addiction and related outfall from off- 
label use. 

Gagne said he would be bringing together a 
group comprised of members of town departments such 
as schools, police, community nurse, and CO A, as well 
as private and public social service agencies to ''address 
this issue and see if there is something that can be done to 
help the community with this issue." 

Regarding the Special Town Meeting that had 
been held the previous evening, at which voters passed 
two zoning bylaw articles to impose a temporary 
moratorium on recreational and medical marijuana sale in 
Mattapoisett, Gagne said, "Now the real work starts." The 
town will now petition the Attorney General to grant the 
moratorium through December 31, 2018. 

Gagne told the selectmen that he would be 
working with Planning Board Administrator Mary Crain 
to scope out the development of two committees to 
address the two separate zoning bylaws the board will 
now be tasked with writing. The Planning Board's next 
meeting is scheduled for March 5 at 7:00 pm in the town 
hall conference room, but Gagne said he might bring the 
board together before that for a "working session." 

In other business, the selectmen met with a 
representative from Verizon to discuss double telephone 
poles along Route 6 that the utility needs to vacate. 
Selectman Paul Silva was especially frustrated with the 
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length of time double poles have remained in place and 
worried that when they are finally removed the remaining 
holes, if improperly filled, will become a public safety 
hazard. 

There was considerable discussion regarding 
which utility was ultimately responsible for removing 
the approximately 20 double poles located not only along 
Route 6, but also along River Road and other locations. It 
was disclosed that Eversource was responsible. 

Silva asked Gagne to work with town counsel to 
review options, including removal dates for older poles 
when utilities request permits from the town to place new 
poles as well as the possibility of imposing fines when the 
abandoned poles are not promptly removed. 

Gagne also reported that the Mattapoisett Flood 
Hazard Mitigation Plan would be uploaded to the town 
website for public review, comment, and revision. He said 
that once the document was approved by FEMA, the town 
could then apply for funding as needed for environmental 
remediation concerns. He said that of particular concern 
was the sewer main that crosses Eel Pond. Gagne said he 
had been working with the sewer department to prepare 
the necessary data and materials in preparation of grant 
applications. Of that project, he said, ''WeTl need funding 
from multiple sources." 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for February 27 at 6:30 pm in the 
town hall conference room. 
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Moratorium Passes Easily in Mattapoisett 

Mattapoisett Special Town Meeting

One hundred and six voters attended the 
February 12 Special Town Meeting in Mattapoisett, 
with 102 of them supporting a temporary moratorium 
on commercial marijuana establishments in the seaside 
community. 

The Special Town Meeting was arranged by 
the Planning Board and the Board of Selectmen after 
several Planning Board hearings found that voters had 
concerns regarding the April 1 launch of state regulations 
and licensing for the growing, commercial selling, and 
distribution of marijuana in Massachusetts. 
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On this night, the voters said 'yes,' and the 
moratorium on both recreational and medical marijuana 
zoning bylaws easily passed with virtually no comment 
or controversy. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne explained 
at the outset that temporary moratorium zoning bylaws 
lasting until December 31, 2018 would give the town and 
its governing boards, primarily the Planning Board, time 
to study and write permanent zoning bylaws, hold public 
meetings to allow voter input, and to determine if the 
town wants local regulating bylaws or a full prohibition. 
Once that process has been completed, Gagne said zoning 
bylaw article(s) would appear in the Fall Town Meeting 
warrant. 

Also providing critical information during the 
Special Town Meeting was Town Counsel Katherine 
Laughman of KP Law who gave a brief presentation that 
explained to the voters what local zoning bylaws may and 
may not regulate. 

Laughman's presentation pointed out that cities 
and towns may institute bylaws that regulate "marijuana 
cultivation," "marijuana retail sales," "marijuana product 
manufacturing," "independent testing laboratories," and 
any other types of licensed marijuana-related business. 

Cities and towns, Laughman explained, that do 
not zone for a complete prohibition of such businesses 
but instead impose regulations through local zoning 
bylaws are prohibited from regulating the possession 
of one ounce or less of marijuana by persons over 21, 
home growing for personal use (six plants per adult on 
a premises, up to 12 plants and 10 ounces for personal 
use), the give away or transfer of up to one ounce for no 
remuneration, or the possession and manufacturing of 
marijuana accessories by persons age 21 to persons 21 and 
over. 

Business models that will be permitted by 
the state's Cannabis Control Commission and may 
be regulated at the local level include craft marijuana 
cultivator cooperatives, microbusinesses, retail brick 
and mortar stores, third party transport, and social 
consumption. 

Rising to speak was David Anderson who 
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asked about the number of marijuana establishments 
Mattapoisett might see in the future. Selectman Tyler 
Macallister responded, ''One." 

Lisa Cardoza asked what residents could do if 
moratoriums were in place. She wanted to know what 
the next steps might be and how voters could participate. 
Macallister said, "There'll be open meetings ... public 
input... the process will be transparent." He also thought 
that the police department and other safety officers would 
be part of the review process. 

Gagne said approximately 80 cities and towns in 
the commonwealth had voted for moratoriums and the 
subsequent planning process would be "intense." 

Cardoza asked, "Will we be given studies or have 
access to research?" Macallister responded, "...In a prefect 
world, yes, but with a Fall Town Meeting that may be 
difficult." 

Gagne said, "Issues will have to be acted upon 
at Fall Town Meeting... The Planning Board will base 
bylaws on public comment... The community as a whole 
can also bring zoning bylaws to the Planning Board. We'll 
help with that," said Gagne. "It's not just vested to the 
Planning Board ... the public can do so also." 

Cecilia Sanders asked if the chief of police would 
comment on the position of the police department. 

Police Chief Mary Lyons rose to take the 
podium making it clear, "We are not in favor of sales or 
cultivation. Statistics say it is not healthy for a town." She 
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urged the voters to pass a moratorium to give the town 
time to make a fully informed decision. She also reminded 
the voters that the state issues the permits and collects the 
revenue much like liquor licensing. 

When the vote was taken. Article 1 Recreational 
Marijuana Establishments Moratorium passed 102 to 4, as 
did Article 2 Medical Marijuana Treatment Centers. 




Mendoza Loses Appeal, Threatens Lawsuit 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

Wellspring Farm's biggest foe, next door neighbor 
to 42 Hiller Road Cathy Mendoza, had her appeal to 
the Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals to overturn the 
Planning Board's Site Plan Review denied on February 8. 

When the continued public hearing was opened, 
Mendoza suggested the ZBA table the discussion for 
now, claiming that the Board of Selectmen was now 
"involved" after she sent them a letter pertaining to her 
dissatisfaction with the town's handling of her complaints 
against Wellspring Farm, the therapeutic horseback riding 
center located within a residential zone. 

In that letter dated January 27, of which she sent a 
copy to the Planning Board but not to the ZBA, she wrote 
to the selectmen saying that she was unsatisfied with the 
board's past recommendation that "two other boards are 
handling this matter," asserting that back in January 2017 
the board denied other Hiller Road neighbors "access" 
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to the Boarii of Selectmen, writing, "Had you not refused 
to intervene, you would have had the opportunity to 
instruct the ZBA to have your Zoning Enforcement Officer 
do his job." 

Mendoza told the ZBA that the Board of 
Selectmen was now "involved" after Selectmen Chairman 
Brad Morse confirmed during the February 5 meeting of 
the Board of Selectmen that Town Counsel Blair Bailey 
had reviewed Mendoza's letter and suggested, "Fd like 
to ask him to respond to it." At that meeting. Selectman 
Naida Parker motioned to take the matter under 
advisement until Bailey responds to the letter. 

Mendoza alleges that, because Wellspring Farm 
owners Holly and James Vogel did not file an application 
for Site Plan Review with the Planning Board within the 
90 days stated in the ZBA's standard conditions in its 
Special Permit for commercial use within a residential 
zone, taking instead 151 days for the formal filing, it 
rendered the ZBA's Special Permit null and void. 

On February 9, attorney for the Vogels, George 
Boerger, said the Vogels did meet for a preliminary 
pre-submission hearing during that 90-day period, 
which required preparation before a formal application 
submission. 

But it was the actual filing of the application that 
Mendoza was concerned with, saying the formal Site 
Plan Review application was supposed to have been filed 
within 90 days. 

"[Bailey] is going to decide whether a permit 
actually exists," Mendoza said. She said Bailey, in a prior 
discuss with him, acknowledged that the formal filing 
with the Planning Board was not filed within the 90 days. 

"I'm still not sure what the Board of Selectmen 
has to do with this," ZBA Chairman Richard Cutler said. 

"Because it is still not being addressed," replied 
Mendoza. 

ZBA member Kirby Gilmore said that since 
the ZBA had not received any correspondence from 
the selectmen from Bailey then the ZBA could not be 
concerned with Mendoza's assertion that the selectmen 
were involved. 

Back to Mendoza's 90-day filing concern. Cutler

said, ''Yes, we did say that they needed to apply with the 
Planning Board. The Planning Board process requires 
some preliminary meetings before the actual filing of the 
paperwork." 

Yes, but the application has to be before 90 days, 
not 151 days, Mendoza replied. 

"[The Town] can enforce laws at the local level, 
or we can go to Superior Court and be told to enforce the 
laws," said Mendoza. "That's where we're at at this point 
and [Bailey] understands that's where we're at." 

Perhaps the Vogels did not file before the 90 days, 
but they did proceed with the Planning Board within the 
90 days. Cutler said. 

"It doesn't matter," said Cutler. 

"It does to me," said Mendoza. 

"They did proceed with the process," Cutler said. 

"That's not [Bailey's] opinion," said Mendoza. 
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''He's not here," Cutler said. "This is my opinion.' 

Cutler suggested the board proceed with the 
matter and vote on it that night. 

Boerger told the board, "It's our opinion that 
the Planning Board really did a very good job in putting 
together the Site Plan [Review]." He continued, "There's 
absolutely no basis for the Zoning Board to reverse the 
decision of the Site Plan." 

Boerger added that there is a mandatory 20-day 
appeal period once the Planning Board approves a Site 
Plan, but Mendoza chose not to appeal the approval at 
that time. 

"Essentially, what Ms. Mendoza's trying to do is 
to circumvent the twenty-day appeal period and come 


back in," said Boerger. 

Menodoza said that's what Boerger said the last 
time they met. "Oh, my God," said a visibly annoyed 
Mendoza. "Nauseating..." 

In her appeal to the ZB A, Mendoza also requested 
additional safeguards be implemented, such as the full 
enforcement of a 20-foot buffer from the property line, 
which was waived by the Planning Board due to the 
placement of structures and the driveway that pre-existed 
the Site Plan Review. She also suggested additional 
vegetation within the buffer zone to mitigate noise such 
as clients and therapists having "loud" conversations that 
Mendoza claims is still a problem for her. 

"To the extent that they're trying to add additional 
restrictions," said Boerger, "We had a noise engineer..." 
Mendoza interrupted him, saying, "What was his name? 
Such a liar..." 

Boerger said he, too, has spoken to Bailey. "He 
certainly agrees with the position I advanced, and the 
statement that was made by Ms. Mendoza is not accurate, 
is completely opposite to what I was told." 

"That's fine," said Mendoza. "Let's go forward 
with the appeal as written, but I am very concerned with 
the noise situation. I want what is written in the law. I 
want a full twenty-foot vegetated buffer on their side of 
the fence. I think that's reasonable." 

Mendoza continued with a diatribe over noise 
and cars beeping their horns, and said the Vogels have 
been lying. 

Gilmore said Mendoza was out of order. 

"I've already met with an attorney," said 
Mendoza. She added that she would also file a civil 
lawsuit against the Vogels for the noise. 

Public discussion was closed, and the board 
continued deliberating on whether or not to vote that 
night, "talking it out" as ZBA member David Arancio 
called it as the board vacillated between the options of 
waiting for Bailey's reply or moving forward that night 
with a vote. 

"I don't see the issues that are raised in this 
appeal," said Cutler. "In my opinion, all those issues have 
been adequately addressed by the Planning Board. The 
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things that are part of this appeal are mainly enforcement 
issues ... with the zoning enforcement officer." He added, 
"There isn't anything we as the [ZBA] can add to this." 

The vote was unanimous to deny Mendoza's 
appeal. Mendoza had already left the meeting by that 
time. 

In other matters, after Arancio recused himself 
and left the meeting because his in-laws designed 
the plans for the project up for discussion, the board 
approved the Special Permit and Variance to construct 
a two-family single-level house on Neck Road filed by 
Jeanne and Erline Sciuto. Special conditions include 
no commercial use, no accessory structures other than 
allowable sheds unless an application is filed, and one 
unit must be owner occupied at all times. 

Some abutters lamented that a house was being 
built in the open field across from them, but Cutler later 
commented, "Obviously, I think we would all love to see 
that field stay a field but that is not our option, that is not 
our property." 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals will be March 8 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester 
Town Hall. 

Board Returns to Routine Business 

Marion Board of Health

After months of interesting topics like menthol 
cigarette bans and marijuana on the agenda, the Marion 
Board of Health on February 13 returned to more 
mundane issues with three public hearings for septic 
system variances. 

David Davignon representing 12 North Drive was 
requesting relief from a second mandatory percolation test 
in the form of a variance. 

Davignon said the property was a "unique 
property" built in 1750. The property features an L-shaped 
garage attached to a barn that was also likely built in 1750, 
according to Davignon. 

The property has changed hands several times 
over the last two decades, and it is likely that the house 
has remained vacant for the most part for some 15 to 16 



years now. The basement has about 3 to 4 feet of water 
in it, and much of the house is falling into disrepair, said 
Davignon. 

The current owner now wishes to add some 
living space to that barn, bringing the total bedrooms up 
from six to eight. 

The property needs a new septic system, and a 
perc test was performed back in 2013 with no issues. A 
second required perc test was to be performed, but as 
Davignon pointed out, it has been a wild winter with 
loads of rain followed by deep freezes and intermittent 
storms. 

"It's not the ideal time of year for perc tests," said 
Davignon. 

As the board considered the request. Health 
Agent Karen Walega advised the board members, "The 
(soil) material's not going to change. It's going to be the 
same material (as in 2013)." 

"The builder's anxious to plow ahead and he 
will plow ahead with six bedrooms instead of eight if he 
has to," said Davignon. But he won't have to, because the 
board approved the septic variance for that size house. 

Also during the meeting, the board continued the 
public hearing for a number of variance requests for 30 
Rocky Knook Lane, represented by Brian Grady of G.A.F. 
Engineering. 

Grady brought with him an updated plan 
reflecting a change from a two-bedroom house to a three-

bedroom. Because of the change in the number of rooms 
on the plan, Walega advised the board that the hearing 
notice would have to be posted again to reflect the three 
bedrooms. 

Grady agreed to re-advertising the public notice, 
but asked the board to give him feedback on the updated 
plan before moving forward. 

Some of the variance requests pertain to relief 
from having to perform a perc test and allowing the soil 
test lab results to suffice, given that the water table at the 
property - and all along the street, according to Grady - is 
too high for a perc test. Grady also requested a variance 
from some of the setbacks including street setback and 
wetlands setback. The septic system street setbacks would 
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be 7.5 feet instead of the required 10 feet, and the wetlands 
setbacks would be 44 feet instead of the required 50 feet. 

'T'm trying to push the system as far away 
from the house as we can and keep it far away from the 
wetland," said Grady. 

Grady requested another variance for water table 
separation, asking for 4 feet of separation rather than the 
required 5 feet. 

The system will be designed for a three-bedroom 
and, according to Marion's code, requires a 400 gallon- 
per-day capacity. The proposed system is 348 gallons, 
which meets the state's code of 330 gallons per day, but 
not the Town's. 

"But it doesn't meet our code and it's in a 
sensitive area," said board member Betsy Dunn. 

Grady said the system would have to be moved 
closer to the wetlands in order to meet Marion's 400 
gallons per day 

Board of Health member Jason Reynolds asked, 

"If it were designed for the four hundred gallons, how 
close would it end up to the wetlands?" 

"Another four feet closer," Grady said. 

Reynolds said he would be fine with the setback 
variances, to which Dunn agreed. 

"I think I would be okay with the second 
[variance], but I think I'd be more likely to vote for the 
wetland variance if it actually was ... forty feet from the 
wetlands and have the four hundred gallon capacity than 
to be as is." 

Grady said he could make that change. 

"I would agree with that," said Board of Health 
Chairman John Howard. 

The hearing was continued until March 13 to 
allow for the proper posting of the meeting notice. 

The board also approved a variance for 33 Cove 
Road represented by Doug Schneider of N. Douglas 
Schneider & Associates, Inc. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health is 
scheduled for February 27 at 4:30 pm at the Marion Town 
House. 
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Fate of Solar Farm Still Cloudy 

Rochester Planning Board

The Rochester Planning Board closed the public 
hearing for large-scale solar developer Borrego Solar 
Systems for its proposed solar project at 453 Rounseville 
Road at the corner of Mendell Road, and although 
the project is nearing the finish line and is poised for 
approval. Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson 
reminded everyone on February 13 that the project may 
get approved or it might not - ''We don't know yet." 

Aside from a clerical error on the Mylar 
plans, Borrego is on track in its progress, with Borrego 
representative Steve Long telling the board in reference to 
its peer review engineer's letter, "I think we've addressed 
every comment." 

Johnson opened it up to the public for one last 
chance at final comments, which prompted Johnson to 
disclose some of his thoughts on solar in Rochester. 

Abutter Kimberly Bindas of 14 Mendell Road 
urged the board to review the information packet she 
submitted pertaining to electromagnetic frequency 
readings and the risks EMFs have, including childhood 
leukemia, she said. "It's something that's very serious 
to me," she told the board. Board member and electrical 
technician John DiMaggio stated that he would review 
the information and consider it between then and the next 
meeting. 

Hiller Road resident (and candidate for Board of 
Selectmen) Cathy Mendoza took the opportunity to voice 
her support for the residents affected by the proposed 
solar farm and asked the board to look over at Lakeville 
and its Board of Selectmen's intervention in a proposal to 
install solar panels at the train station. 

"We're bound by our rules and regulations," said 
Johnson, "and not a popularity contest." But that would 
be something to bring to the selectmen, not the Planning 
Board, he said. 

"We have to be careful when we represent 
the town when we go to litigation because if we go to 
litigation, we don't want to lose on something that we 
don't have a purview..." 
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Mendoza herself recently told the Zoning Board 
of Appeals that she might file a lawsuit against the town 
over her appeal of the Planning Board's Site Plan Review 
approval for her abutting neighbor Wellspring Farms. 

Johnson said that he was actually about to meet 
with the Selectmen's Office the next day regarding the 
Board of Selectmen's desire to explore the state status of 
"Green Community" for Rochester. It was the selectmen's 
initiative, Johnson said, adding that components to 
becoming a Green Community often involve "expedited" 
permitting to solar and wind energy projects. 

Planning Board member Ben Bailey punctuated 
Mendoza's every other sentence with a question on the 
relevance to the Planning Board hearing, and after a few 
more of Bailey's suggestions to keep to the matter at hand, 
the back and forth between Mendoza and Johnson ceased. 

Another abutter wondered how Rochester could 
become a Green Community "when it's covered with 
black solar panels." 

After some frustrated comments from other 
abutters, Johnson told them that the board does listen to 
them. 

"And we've adjusted this project," he said, 
and the project has even been pushed back away from 
the road as a consequence of abutters' comments. "We 
have listened, and we've had them make some pretty 
significant adjustments." 

Planning Board member Gary Florindo added, "I 
don't want any of you to think that we're not concerned 
... because we are." 

He lamented the fact that, after the struggles that 
other neighborhoods have endured, including the New 
Bedford Road residents who turned out to Planning Board 
meetings in droves for weeks, those neighbors were now 
not present to support the Rounseville and Mendell Road 
residents now facing the same. 

"Maybe they are backing you," said Florindo, 

"but they're not here to back you. I feel - and I know 
where you're coming from, I really do - that's why when 
I look at this thing. I'm at a loss right now because there 
are certain things that we have to do." It's the process, he 
said. 
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But at the same time, Florindo said, the 
landowners are the ones coming forward, reaching out 
to solar developers because that is what they want to do 
with their land. 

"I'm old enough to remember when the farms 
around here had barbed wire and cows everywhere, and 
I would rather see the barbed wire and cows," he said, 
as opposed to the stockade fences surrounding the once 
open fields. 

"Fm doing the best I can with what I have to do 
for you people," Florindo said. "If [the Borrego project] 
does go through, Fll be at that site watching, making sure 
it's done the way it's supposed to be done." 

Perhaps, said Johnson, after the 25-year life of the 
project, the stockade fences will come down and those 
fields turned solar farms will simply be open fields again. 

Johnson said he has considered the petition the 
residents submitted with 120 signatures. 

"We did take the petition into account," stated 
Johnson. "The board is still working to look at the solar 
bylaw that we have currently on the books ... to somehow 
slow these things (solar farm applications) down a little 
bit. 

"Because right now, it's not like 40B housing," 
continued Johnson. "Forty-B can be capped ... but there's 
no cap on saying the town can handle 'x' amount of 
megawatts and then we can say, okay, we're done. So 
we're working on trying to find some ways. It may not 
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help over [at Rounseville Road], but a town as a whole.... 
We are trying to look at ways to maybe slow it down. 

The bylaw is a tough bylaw ... and an expensive bylaw 
(because of high bonds)." 

Long told the residents that the landowner 
approached Borrego, and by looking at the zoning and 
the rules of Rochester, he has done his best to make the 
project work for his client. 

"This is the hardest bylaw of any," said Long, 
referring to other towns in the state he has worked in. 
"They've adjusted and asked for more and we agreed 
to it. You won't see it... it'll be the best it can be - so we 
should be allowed to do what we want to do with this 
property." 

Johnson said the board would likely take a vote 
two meetings from then on March 13 after an initial 
review of the draft decision on February 27. 

Also during the meeting, the board approved 
Madeleine Monteiro's request to withdraw her 
application without prejudice for a Special Permit for a 
Back Lot at 0 Walnut Plain Road. 

The board also approved three Approval Not 
Required applications for Gerard Lorusso/Edgewood 
Development for Horse Neck Drive, Box Turtle Drive, and 
Forbes Road all located at Connet Woods. Johnson said 
in a past approval, the board had granted the developer 
the option to shift some lot lines should percolation test 
concerns arise. 

"It doesn't add or subtract house lots," Johnsons 
said. "They're just exercising their right... to move the lot 
lines." 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for February 27 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester 
Town Hall. 

Towns in a Pickle Over Trash 

Carver, Marion, and Wareham Regional Refuse Disposal 
District Committee

Town officials from Marion, Wareham, and 
Carver have a sour taste in their mouths over the pickle in 
which the three towns now find themselves pertaining to 
the current state of its private collective trash entity and 
the uncertain future of trash collection. 

Ray Pickles, a man ubiquitously well known 
in Marion for his current municipal positions as town 
clerk and member of the Board of Assessors and prior 
positions as town administrator of 28 plus years, building 
commissioner, and zoning enforcement officer, was 
also the executive director of the Carver, Marion, and 
Wareham Regional Refuse Disposal District for years - 
that is until January 29 when the CMWRRDD Committee 
terminated its contract with Moss Hollow Management 
Corporation and extended it to include Pickles "doing 
business as Moss Hollow," as stated in the minutes of that 
meeting. 
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Moss Hollow Management Corporation is listed 
on the Secretary of State website as under the ownership 
of Pickles' wife Diane Bondi-Pickles. The company's 
status as a corporation was involuntarily dissolved by the 
Secretary of State's Office on June 30, 2017, unbeknownst 
to the committee, said Marion Selectman and CMWRRDD 
member Norm Hills during a follow-up on February 9. 

During the January 29 meeting, according to 
the minutes, the committee could not locate any past 
contracts with Moss Hollow, and the last reference to 
any contract with Moss Hollow was in 2010 - beyond its 
statutory life and basically null and void, the committee 
determined, and should be terminated. 

On February 6, the small CMWRRDD 
headquarters office on Island Wharf in Marion was 
packed with committee members representing all three 
towns, all three town administrators, Marion Finance 
Director Judith Mooney, other CMWRRDD Committee 
members like retired DPW Superintendent Rob Zora, 
Wareham Harbormaster Gary Buckminster, and the press. 
The conference table was elbow to elbow as the meeting 
became standing room only, except for Mooney who 
found a seat on the rock salt bucket by the front door. 

According to Hills, since the last meeting and 
since Pickles was fired, chairs inside the office have gone 
missing. 

The issue at hand now for the committee is to 
piece together the financial transactions of the last five 
years overseen by Pickles to determine where the money 
is, where it went, and if any of it was ever mishandled. 

Pickles has been removed from all known 
CMWRRDD accounts, and his CMWRRDD cell phone 
account was canceled. The locks on the office doors were 
subsequently changed. 

According to Carver Town Administrator 
Michael Milanoski, the town administrators have only 
been attending CMWRRDD Committee meetings since 
January 11 when the committee authorized all three 
town administrators to begin jointly serving as district 
administrator - Marion Town Administrator Paul Dawson 
servicing matters pertaining to finance and compliance, 
Wareham Town Administrator Derek Sullivan in matters 
of facility operations, and Milanoskijn administration 
and legal matters. 

On January 11, Mooney was also appointed 
the authority to oversee all the audit and financial 
information on behalf of CMWRRDD. 

Dominating the discussion that night was a 
possible forensic audit of every fiscal year since the last 
documented audit Pickles was able to provide to the 
committee from 2012. Review of documentation has been 
slow, with documents missing, and financial concerns 
were raised, as it was discovered on January 29 that 
records pertaining to fiscal years 2016 and 2017 indicate 
more was spent than was budgeted, and it appears as 
though Pickles was still paying off the FY2017 bills with 
FY2018 money. 
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Milanoski said the committee is still waiting on 
various documents and past audit information "...That 
may or may not exist," he said, just before recommending 
a five-year audit. 

"We're going to have a lot of trouble trying to find 
all the records," said Milanoski. 

But as Dawson asked, "Are we going to be able to 
provide [auditors] with the information they're going to 
need? And that's questionable at this time." 

"We may be looking at a forensic audit," said 
Milanoski. "But does the data exist? Can we complete the 
audit?" 

The consequences of not being able to fully 
comply with the audit, said Mooney, would be a "black 
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mark" on the CMWRRDD's bond rating and even the 
bond ratings of the three individual towns. 

Mooney said a forensic audit would investigate 
every aspect of the money that came in and was spent 
during the last five years of relatively undocumented 
transactions and, although more expensive than a 
standard audit, would provide the committee with an 
overview of the entire last five years. 

The committee will review quotes at the next 
meeting and then order the audit. 

There were other questions that popped up that 
night like, where did the stabilization fund go? 

"It may have already been spent," said Milanoski, 
"We don't know - and that's the thing. We don't know." 

Hills said he found bank statements for two 
accounts, but two new checking accounts were discovered 
that the committee was not aware existed. 

Mooney added that she changed those two 
accounts Hills found, and also another, after she 
discovered the CMWRRDD was incurring extra charges 
for not keeping a minimum balance. 

As the audit unfolds, former Marion selectman 
and CMWRRDD Chairman Stephen Cushing wondered 
if the committee members and town officials would suffer 
any liability should any inappropriate or illegal activity 
be documented, but an insurance policy in place should 
protect the committee members and the towns as long as 
all parties acted in good faith. 

As the meeting went on, Mooney retreated at 
times to Pickles' old office to comb through file cabinets 
and assess what was there. 

According to Hills, who was appointed to 
the CMWRRDD when he was elected to the Board of 
Selectmen, the red flags started popping up in March last 
year when Marion (and the other two towns) received 
a bill for $59,000 from CMWRRDD after years of either 
no charges or minimal charges for trash tonnage. More 
red flags started waving back in December when the 
committee met with Pickles to review Pickles' proposed 
FY19 budget for the district. 

"It wasn't even added up right," Hills said during 
the follow-up. "We told [Pickles] to go fix it and we'll 
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have another meeting. Then somewhere along the line, 
the town administrators got involved in what was going 
on with the budget so they showed up and it's been a 
sleigh ride ever since." 

There are many questions and a number of things 
Hills said do not add up, like unpaid bills and no back 
up to expenditures and financial transactions. And the 
absence of an audit five years in a row, said Hills, "That's 
not a good sign." 

And as far as Moss Hollow goes, said Hills, "We'd 
been paying a company that doesn't exist [anymore]." 

"Nobody knows enough to know which way to 
jump, other than we know we need to protect ourselves," 
said Hills. 

The CMWRRDD faces an uncertain future as 
its agreement with SEMASS expires at the end of 2020. 
Hills said on February 9 that he learned SEMASS had 
approached Pickles in the past with an offer to extend the 
contract with CMWRRDD, "And Ray said 'no' and no one 
ever told anyone." Hills said he is hopeful, however, that 
SEMASS may be willing to revisit contract negotiations 
with the district. 

The next meeting of the Carver, Marion, and 
Wareham Regional Refuse Disposal District is scheduled 
for February 28 at a time and location to be determined.

With one more conference game on the schedule.

I have 3 cats and one of them isn't using the litter box 
consistently. I clean the box every few days and have 
a covered box nicely enclosed in a closet. Is one of my 
cats sick? 

It's amazing that your cats have put up with 
your litter box behavior. There should be 1 box 
per indoor cat so you need 2 more boxes. The 
boxes should be cleaned daily at the very least. 
Cats in general do not like covered boxes. Get rid 
of the cover. Cats also prefer boxes to be as out 
in the open as possible so they don't feel trapped 
going in or out. There should be 2 or 3 ways 
for the cat to get out of the box. In general, cats 
prefer clumping litter as well. Stay with one that 
works and don't get fooled into buying whatever 
is on sale.

To the Editor: 

Over the past several years, Marion's Energy 
Management Committee has steadily worked to move 
our town toward clean electricity, energy conservation, 
and cost savings. Through these efforts, Marion is also 
now much closer to achieving the criteria that would 
qualify our town as a "Green Community" in the state's 
eyes. This is not just a nice title - being an official Green 
Community would also open doors to substantial funding 
for a variety of municipal improvements related to 
reducing our carbon footprint and saving energy dollars. 

As of December 2017, 60% of Massachusetts' 
towns have become GCs, giving them access to over 
$85 million in grants since the program began in 2010. 
Neighboring Acushnet, for example, became a GC in 
2013. Since then, it has received $496,000 in grant funding 
through the program, which they have used to update 
heating systems, insulation, and lighting in municipal 
buildings and schools. Funds can also be used to acquire 
energy-efficient vehicles, charging stations for electric 
cars, and install smart thermostats. 

To become a GC, a town must satisfy five criteria. 
When Marion's residents approved the Municipal Solar 
Overlay District around the capped landfill on Benson 
Brook Road that allowed solar installations by right, 
we met the first two criteria. By acquiring four electric 
vehicles and charging stations for municipal use, we 
made progress on a third requirement: replacing energy 
inefficient municipal vehicles with more efficient ones. 

The fourth criterion is to develop a plan to reduce the 
town's energy use. We have made headway on this, too, 
by installing efficient lighting in Sippican School and 
approving the replacement of streetlights with LEDs. 

The fifth requirement is to adopt the so-called "Stretch" 
building code, which calls for a few additional energy- 
efficient building practices to be followed by new 
construction. 

Until now Marion has been missing the boat 
on funding opportunities from the Green Community 
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program and the energy-wise improvements it would 
pay for. The EMC is moving forward with completing the 
steps necessary to make Marion green, too.

Roman J, Israel, Esq, Starring Denzel Washington and 
Colin Farrell. Directed by Dan Gilroy. Running time:

Public payphones have faded from the national 
landscape to such a degree that it brings us up short 
when we're reminded they still exist. The titular hero of 
Roman }. Israel, Esq. (Denzel Washington) is a walking 
anachronism — he seems to exist in several different 
decades other than this one. His fro, his mashing up an 
iPod with nerdily large earphones, his very soul and 
rhetoric speak of a man who refuses to be tied down to 
anything so fleeting as time. He'll plant his own roots on 
his own land. So in one scene you'll see Roman checking 
several payphones for change, and in another there'll be a 
reference to Uber. Like its namesake, Roman is ambitious 
and wonky and all over the place. 

It's a vibe that owes a lot to the seventies, to 
whose gritty, inward-directed aesthetic the writer-director, 
Dan Gilroy, genuflects in this movie and his previous 
Nightcrawler. You can say a lot about these movies, but 
you can't say they're safe or stale. Actors like Washington 
or Jake Gyllenhaal rove through Gilroy's tales, white- 
hot and solipsistic. Washington's Roman doesn't really 
seem able to relate to whoever's in front of him. He's an 
idealist in the general sense, and he has a radical streak, 
but it's wedded to his identity as an in-the-rear-with- 
the-gear lawyer — not a trial lawyer — with a possibly 
neuroatypical facility for recalling legal data. In his head, 
he's a moral crusader, but in reality he's just been dotting 
the i's and crossing the t's for a failing, even corrupt, two- 
person law firm. Then the other person dies, and Roman's 
story begins. 

Roman's firm and cases are subsumed into a 
larger firm headed by slickster George Pierce (Colin 
Farrell), Roman's partner's former student. In truth. 

Pierce has a more gratifying character arc than Roman 
does, or maybe a more movie-ish one. Pierce seems to 
exist in a more hopeful reality capable of redemption, a 



reality that Roman thought he lived in for decades and 
now rejects. Roman J. Israel, Esq. turns out to be about 
nothing less than a man's mind breaking a bit when 
confronted with its own possible irrelevance, his values 
akilter, his moral compass magnetized into chaos. He 
loses himself, indulges in childish appetites. 

Washington has been doing some hard work 
in the realm of idiosyncrasy lately, and in this movie 
he finds a kind of lyricism in a complex computer who 
stops computing. In opposition to the slicker but morally 
chaotic Roman we have Pierce, who gathers layers of 
compassion — he's been looking for a Don Quixote to 
replace what his teacher once was to him, and almost 
seems to see Roman as a father figure. That's obvious 
from the way Pierce responds to a breach of protocol on 
Roman's part that may have cost a young client his life. 
Instead of firing him. Pierce comes to see Roman's virtues 
and actually restructures his firm to reflect what he thinks 
Roman's values are. Or were. 

A motif through all of this is the major brick-like 
thing Roman has been toiling on for years, the legal brief 
that calls out the entire system itself. With help from a 
Farrell performance that starts icy but warms up. Pierce 
seems poised to help Roman carry the weight. The movie 
ends up saying that ideals will survive the cracked human 
containers who cart them around. On a thematic level, this 
resounds and makes intellectual sense to us. On a basic 
plot level, it seems pointlessly downbeat, even nihilistic. 
The movie seems to be in conflict with itself, in harmony 
with its hero. Like many of those '70s films cherished 
by film nerds, Roman is more beautiful for its flaws; it's 
cantankerous and possibly insufferable and the sort of 
shot in the dark that grows in memory.

Marion (Old Rochester) is one of the oldest towns in 
the United States, and the Sippican Historical Society 
maintains an extensive collection of documentation on 
its historic buildings. The Sippican Historical Society 
will preview one building a week so that the residents of 
Marion can understand more about its unique historical 
architecture. This installment features 34 Hermitage Road. 

The house 
at 34 Hermitage 
Road is situated 
where the main 
Sippican Native 
Americans 
resided under 
the leadership of 
Chief Massasoit of 
the Wampanoag 
tribe. Nearby, at 
Minister's Rock, was the first settlement in Marion (then 
called Sippican), established when 29 families of Pilgrims 
left Plymouth in 1678. This Cape Cod cottage dates from 
the mid-late 18th century and may be that of Walter 
Turner, who is shown on the 1855 Marion map. By the 
late 19th century, George Delano owned this house. By 
1903, it was owned by C.L. Delano. George Delano named 
this property 'The Hermitage.' During the first visit of 
President and Mrs. Cleveland to Marion in 1887, George 
Delano offered the First Family the use of his beach 


because of its privacy and splendid views of Sippican 
Harbor.
